Although the FCC has not been actively enforcing the Rules against SW pirates, they continue to 
track down and silence FM pirates. No, they 'stilt* haven't managed to knock Free Radio Berkeley off 
the air, bit they have shut down FM operations in New Jersey and Florida. "Oldies 104.7", in Howell, 
NJ, was running 1.3kW 24 hours per day via a studio-to-transmitter link and even had studio and 
offices next to a convenience market! In Fort Walton Beach, FL, the FCC visited "The Bomb", which 
used 89.9, and confiscated the transmitter. In both cases, complaints were filed by licensed stations in 
nearby localil.es. [Radio World, 01 Oct 97, pp 17 & 18)

Improving Your Studio Production 

or: gel the most out of your gear 

Sometimes it's not enough to have good ideas and talent; it's often the case that the right equipment and 
a good studio layout can make or break a spot - or an entire show. Most pirates - even some 
professionals - just throw their gear together as they acquire it, and some have to set up their studio 
every time they record, so perhaps a few suggestions are in order. 

After the basic equipment, the major piece of any studio is a desk or table - known in the broadcasting 
world as the console. For a well equipped studio it might actually be two or even three tables. If you've 
ever visited a licensed station (or had the "privilege" to work at one) you already know that the air 
booth (or production studio) usually contains a large "U" shaped console. The main piece of 
equipment, the mixer, is normally at the bottom of the "U" and all the other gear is located along the 
two long sides, set above them on shelves, or mounted beneath them in racks. 
While there is no single "correct" way to do things, the basic "U" shape is still a good idea for a home 
studio, but the size of your "U" will be determined by how extensive your collection of equipment is. 
You may be able to use a small folding card table for a beginning studio; however as you add more 
gear, you'll need more room. And everything will need to be arranged for ease of use and operating 
convenience. 

Think about making a show and decide what equipment you'd need to access the most A few years 
ago it was cassette players; today it's probably CD players. These are best placed close to the bottom of 
the "U" on either side of the mixer - or perhaps stack them to one side of the mixer - for easy access. 
The cassette player(s) should be next in line, just beyond the CD player(s), since you'll need to reach 
them repeatedly to cue and play any canned IDs or parody ads. The recording deck can be back toward 
one end of the "U", and the studio monitor amplifier can be put almost anywhere. Just make sure you 
have audio patch cords long enough to neatly reach from each piece of gear to the mixer! And don't 
forget that you'll need some open table space for paperwork, tape boxes, record jackets, CD jewel 
cases, and the inevitable beer cans and ashtrays. 

Any mic processors, equalizers and/or effects generators should be placed right next to the mixer. Put 
'em to the right if you're right-handed and to the left if you're left-handed. Why? Again, convenience: 
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You may warn to alter the effects during production or at some odd point during the recording of a 
show, and you certainly don't want to be searching for the correct control while the tape is running! 
If you use a computer, whether for program logs and scripts or for InterNet clips or sound effects, the 
monitor should be close to (perhaps above) the mixer and the keyboard handy to the main operating 
position. The actual computer box can go anywhere the cables allow, but preferably out of the way. 
A couple of tricks: 

Wood tables are preferred to metal ones for sound reasons as well as electrical ones. Wood exhibits 
more of a sound-deadening characteristic and will not conduct electricity from the frayed power cord 
on that old tape deck! 

Use audio patch cords that are longer than needed. It's much easier to wind up the excess of a long cord 
than to stretch a short one! And wind them in a loop configuration, not a "figure-eight"; looping the 
wire acts as a choke to help keep stray RF from your own transmitter (or a passing trucker's 
overpowered CB radio) out of your recordings. 

If at all possible, try to make sure the power cords for all the stuff run at right angles to the audio 
cables, NOT parallel to them! Believe it or not, this will help prevent the introduction of AC hum into 
the recording! 

Kvcrything in the mic chain should be grounded together and to the mixer - there's a LOT of gain in the 
mic channel and just a smidgen of hum can gel amplified to the point where it's unbearable. 
Be sure you have comfortable - and QUIET - chairs; there's nothing much worse than a squeaking chair 
in the background of your finished product! Better yet. 'stand* when you record to achieve proper 
breathing and projection. 

You may not want to be "stuck" with a tight script, and you don't have to be; but some kind of cue 
sheet or outline is always a good idea. It's really helpful to know where you're starting, where you want 
to end, and where you're going along the way. This is especially true if you plan to involve one or more 
additional persons in the project! You can stiil ad-lib if you want to - and an outline can he nvMifieu 
much more easily than a script if someone has better ideas. 

These are just a few suggestions, but following them will help you produce a better product. For more 
tips, read the "Studio Series" published in these pages from December, '96, thru July. '97.

ANOTHER N IGERIAN CLANDESTINE APPEARS 

Yet another Nigerian clandestine has gone on the air. Citing a report from Glenn Hauser's World of 
Radio on WWCR, BBCMS reports that Radio New Nigeria is broadcasting on 5910 kHz UTC 
Sundays only at 01 00 I ITC. This is right during prime time for pirate DXing, so most of us should be 
able to check this one out. On Sept 21 Hauser heard this transmission, followed immediately by the 
Vilnius program that is relayed by a Deutsche Telekom transmitter in Germany. Thus, it appears that 
this German transmitter is the one being used for the Nigerian clandestine broadcast. ID 
announcements say that the station is the Voice of the Advocacy Group for Democracy and Human 
Rights. Hoth English and local Nigerian languages are heard during the programming, lhe announced 
address is PO Box 202, Boston, Mass 0213 1 . 

The Boston-based broadcast has released a schedule of half hour shows on Saturdays nt 0600 on II W> 
kHz beamed to Nigeria. Sundays at 0100 on 5910 beamed to North America, and Sunday* at I 500 on 
6175 to Central Europe. The station has a fax number of (617) 364-7362 and a 
internet c-mail address. Has anybody been hearing this one?

By now I assume that most of us have acquired copies of the 1998 edition of Passport to World Band 
Radio As usual, in contrast to the World Radio and Television Handbook th 
clandestine coverage, Passport contains a fairly comprehci 
term is liberally defined, so that quasi-clandestine broadcasts relayed by stations in the USA and Costa 
Rica are included. The clandestine section is listed as usual under "Disestablishmentarian" 
broadcasters on pages 320 through 327. 

In addition, ACE is mentioned in the "Pirate" section on pages 356 and 357. Furthermore, once again 
this year the "blue pages" frequency listings show 6955 kHz as the location of "various stations" 
identified as North American pirates. Passport is virtually indispensable for shortwave DXers. The 
clandestine section is an absolutely essential resource for clandestine DXers. lhe book is widely 
available, both from the usual shortwave retailers and from most bookstores. 



CUMBRE BOOK PROJECT 

ACE member and Cumbre DX distribution editor Ulis Fleming reminds us that once again this year. 
Cumbre DX is operating its excellent program that donates old editions of Passport and the WRTII to 
economically disadvantaged DXers in foreign countries. If you don't need your old edition of Passport. 
why not donate it to some overseas DXer that would be thrilled to have it? ACE member Dick Pearce 
sends word that he's donating materials to the project. Ulis has a list of DXers who need the books. 
Donors are asked to pay the postage and donate the books; Cumbre coordinates lists of needy 
recipients. If you'd like to help out in this very meritorious project this year, usli@ix.netcom.coci is 
the contact point for the information. 

BBCMS CLAND E STINE NEWS 
It seems to have become the norm in recent months that the explosion in North American pirate 
activity, which eats up most of the two page news hole that I have for the Monitoring Times Outer 
Limits column, leaves little room for clandestine news that filters into the magazine in Brasstown. So, 
with thanks again to Bob Grove and the friendly folks at Monitoring Times, which deserves your 
subscription support (unpaid ad, hi), we have various clandestine news items that arrived at MT 
through their subscription to the excellent BBC Monitoring Service, but which overflowed from the 
pages of the magazine. 

Afghanistan. Radio Afghanistan, former Afghan president Rabbani's station that opposes the Talcban 
government, announces a schedule or one hour daily broadcasts at 0730 and 1230 UTC on 7085 kHz. 
BBCMS says that the frequency is variable. 

Angola. Horacio Junjuvillc, deputy head of the UNITA delegation to the Joint Commission "assessing 
reinstatement of state administration" in Luanda, said that VORGAN has changed its broadcasting 
policies on the Voice of the Resistance of the Black Cockerel. In a September 24 broadcast on the 
station, Junjuvile said that VORGAN is being transformed into a private radio station. It will operate 
on an allocated frequency of 90.3 MHz FM in Luanda, which will be known as Wake Up Radio. 
UNITA was under threat of United Nations sanctions until it meets several conditions, including 
transformation of its radio voice from a clandestine propaganda voice to private multiparty status. 
Junjuville claimed that this radio shift would be in place by September 30. 

Bosnia-Herzegovina. There were so many BBCMS news items from this region during the month that 
I'm not listing several of them. Peacekeeping forces have been shutting down a variety of broadcasters 
(hat have been found to be illegal, mainly in Serbian portions of the country. In addition, BBCMS 
notes that several Croatian television stations appeared on the air in September. At the present time 
they are operating on a clandestine basis, with no official opening and no announced transmitter QTH. 
It is clear that broadcasting media are becoming a major focus of the conflict in the Balkans, which is 
becoming slightly more of a cold war and slightly less of a hot one. Meanwhile, BBCMS reports that 
on VOA's Communications World program of September 20, it was announced that USA military 
broadcast aircraft arc now indeed in Europe, but that they have net yet been used to transmit 
clandestine programming in Bosnia. US Department of Defense spokesman Colonel Steven Campbell 
said that the planes arc currently based in Italy, and since they have not yet done any broadcasting in 
this theater of operations, they have not been jamming Bosnian or Serbian broadcasts. 
Cambodia. According to the Khmer Nation Party newspaper Oddamkedkfi Khmer, officials of the 
Khmer political resistance movement intends to set up another clandestine radio station. Its purpose 

station, which plans to operate in November, is designed to counter alleged propaganda from Phnom 
Penh radio stations controlled by "coup-maker Hun Sen." Cambodian Information Minister leng Muli 
said that the Cambodian government "will take every measure to silence it (the clandestine station) 
completely." Meanwhile, the USA Radio Free Asia has started a Khmer language service on 15405 and 
17820 kHz at 1230 UTC and on 6015 and 7560 kHz at 2230 UTC. Broadcasts last for 30 minutes. 
VOA's Communications World, which announced the schedule, said that "Radio Free Asia does not 
publicize its transmitter sites, although expert DXers are able usually to figure them out." 
Congo. The state television station in Bacongo, a "southern district of Brazzaville," was taken over on 
October 14 by supporters of former Congolese president Denis Sassou Nguesso. After five months of 
fighting. President Pascal Lissouba appears to be losing control of the Congolese capitol. The status of 
licensed and unlicensed broadcasters in Congo will apparently be uncertain until this fighting reaches a 
political conclusion. In an October 18 special edition of Cumbre DX forwarded by Ulis Fleming, 
Mahendra Vaghjee in Mauritius says that he heard the 5985 kHz service from the Congo with a new ID 
of Radio Congolaise dc la Liberie at 1800 on October 17. Programming is in French. 
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Ethiopia. Rainbow Radio, a new clandestine or the Ethiopian opposition, has been operating on 591 0 
kHz at 0100 UTC. Given the frequency, it appears that this one uses the same German transmitter that 
relays Radio New Nigeria (see above). The broadcasts are in Amharic. An on-air announcement said 
that this 0100 UTC service was on UTC Saturdays only. Another broadcast is scheduled Thursdays on 
15365 kHz for an hour at 1900 UTC. Coverage of the programming is, as expected, dominated by 
Ethiopian issues. 

Georgia. Glenn Hauser's World of Radio reported September 23 that a Voice of Russia DX Club 
report on August 3 1 said that Svobodnaya Gruziya (Free Georgia) has been noted on 7050 kHz around 
1920 UTC. The clandestine uses an interval signal of a popular Georgian song titled "Suliko." As 
winter conditions return, we might have a slim shot at this one in North America tlirough the 40 meter 
band ham QRM. If you hear it, let us know. 

Iran. BBCMS monitored an ofT-air schedule announcement from the Voice or Iranian Kordestan. The 
announced schedule was 1400-1530 and 0700-0830 UTC on 3942 kHz. BBCMS confirms the 1500 
part of the schedule, but did not list a 41 meter parallel frequency supposedly also in use. 
Israel/Lebanon. According to an October 14 broadcast on Radio Lebanon, Hezbollah's Voice or the 
Oppressed radio in Niabi Shit (sic) was hit by an Israeli air raid. Extensive damage reportedly was 
sustained by the transmitter, leading to "intermittent suspension or transmission." BBCMS say.', it •.till 
hears the Voice or the Oppressed on its 684 kHz MW frequency.

Here's a few odds & ends for this month: 

On 13 August 1997 at 0340 I found the "Russian Woman" on 8157 AM repeating "989." 
This went on for a while until she stopped. After a few minutes she came back on repeating 
989 again until the carrier went off the air. I didn't have to wait long until the carrier came 
back on & she began repeating 989 again, after which she stopped a second time. After a brief 
moment she began sending SF groups and soon stopped in the middle of a group. Another 
brief wait and she began the 989 callup again. She stopped again, and then came back on and 
sent twelve groups. She then sent the following signdown: 314 314 55 55 0000. Note that she 
only sent four of the usual five ending zeros. It's unusual to hear this station have such bad 
problems like this. Usually such technical difficulties like this are reserved for the Cuban 
stations. 

While I'm on the subject of this station, this one has also been known as the Russian 
Woman/Man/Hermaphrodite because the voice can be interpreted as either a man's or woman's. 
Personally, I never thought it really sounded like a man's voice and always considered it 
female, although the woman behind the voice must be somewhat "butch." We should not 
confuse this station with the real "Russian Man," which uses the exact same format as this 
station but has an unmistakably deep male voice. This one is usually heard in Europe, while it 
seems the Russian Woman is more often heard in North America. Some of the other 
frequencies I've heard this station on are 4025, 4030, 4032, 4450, & 9190. He sure to listen at 
15 minutes past the hour, since this station tends to begin transmissions at that time. 

Quite a few of us have enjoyed Chris Smolinski's numbers lists sent each week via e-mail. 
Chris doesn't send them out anymore, since there's a new mailing list available. It's the Spooks 
mailing list, and is dedicated to numbers stations, embassy communications, cryptography, 
espionage radio, surveillance, and related items. To subscribe to the list, send a message to 
majordomo@qth.net, and in the message body put the single line: subscribe spooks. It is a 
handy tool to have to keep on top of what's going on with the numbers stations. 

Also, if you are on Internet Relay Chat, a good place to get real-time information on 
numbers and utility stations in general is the (/monitor channel on IRCnet. You can usually 
find me there while monitoring the I IF bands. Also on Saturday nights at 8 PM liastem time 
(0000 UTC), a few of us get together on the //numbers channel on EFnet for a chat session. 

Numbers listener Hjoern Quaeck in Germany sent along the following information: "I 
would also like to tell you that a numbers station played a part in a German movie. It is called 
"Der Westen leuchtet!" (T he West is shining) and was shot in 1981/82. The story is about a 
GDR spy, Harald Liebe, on a mission in West Germany. Liebe gets fascinated by western 
luxury and starts considering staying in capitalism. There is also a scene in which Liebe grabs a 
tiny shortwave receiver out of his suitcase and monitors a number station, writes down the 
digits and decodes the message which tells him where to meet his contact person. Thanks, 
Bjoern for this information. I have never seen this movie, but if I ever get the chance I will. 

Another movie which is an excellent one to get if you can find it is "Tailspin: Behind the 
Korean Airliner Tragedy." This movie details the events surrounding the shootdown of KAL 
007 by the Soviet Union in 1983. While this movie doesn't have anything to do with numbers 
stations, it shows how the United States government knew about the shootdown the instant it 
happened due to the U.S. Air Force's SIGINT (Signals Intelligence) site at Misawa Airbase in 
Japan. The movie details what steps were taken in the aftermath of the shootdown and what an 
important part SIGINT played in finding out what really happened. It plays like a Tom Clancy 
novel, but is a true story.

Interesting- 1 didn't know there was a "pirate TV band"! Brandon also said this sounded interesting hut 
hasn't tried it- to he sure, Brandon, you'd get noticed pretty quick if you came up on a station "already 
in progress" and on the air! Either channel 3 or 4 would have to be unused in your area to do this- also, 
as mentioned in an earlier ACE, there are warnings on consumer tapes (audio AND video) against 
commercial and rebroadcast usage, with the FBI getting involved! 

TV piracy seems, to be sure, the easiest way to "do something" yet! To go one step further, one could 
use a video camera, make his/her own videos and put 'cm on the air . .but you'd better wear masks to 
keep your identities secret! Hey- what a way to broadcast "Inside Pirate Radio", huh? 
Also, regular TV antennas are "beam" types, sending the signal in one direction only : if someone were 
serious about serving a small community, a horizontal omnidirectional style would have to be adopted- 
like crossed dipoles cut for TV channel 3 or 4. 

I would like to see a service akin to that of Canada's, where small radio stations are allowed to serve 
those communities that arc far away from civilization- 1 wonder if they "do" TV, too?? Can any of our 
Canadian readers enlighten me, please? 

With that, please let me say that I don't endorse breaking any laws or rules & regulations- there are 
ways of making changes othei than brute force. However, my hat is ofTto those courageous souls who 
take matters in their own hands. And to those who are maintaining Part 15 stations within rules & regs,

Crystals. Rock steady. Rock solid. And locked into only one frequency or are they? 

If the physical size of the crystal is altered, the frequency is then varied. Most crystals 
can be sanded up to approximately 30-meter frequencies, before they become so thin that 
their physical strength and dimensional stability are adversely affected. 

Sanding an FT-243 crystal is a relatively simple operation. The crystal holder is 
opened, and the rock is carefully removed. The crystal slab will usually be found to be about 
a half-inch square. It's thickness will vary with frequency, and this physical parameter is what 
you alter to raise the frequency. Be sure to keep the slab faces, and the mounting plates, 
clean of any body oils from your fingers. 

Lay a piece of glass flat on a benchtop or table. Wet the glass and lay a piece of 600 
grit wet/dry sandpaper on the glass; abrasive side up. Place the quartz on the paper; gently 
but firmly press the slab into the sandpaper with your fingertip; and slowly sand the slab in a 
Hgure-8 motion for about six or eight passes. Flip the crystal over, and repeat the operation 
on the reverse. Replace the 600 grit paper with 900 grit. Repeat the operation to smooth the 
crystal face on both sides. The final step is to apply some toothpaste to the sheet, and then 
polish the slab lightly using the paste. 

Remove the quartz from the grinding sheet. Wash the rock with mild detergent, rinse it 
thoroughly, and dry it with a clean soft cotton cloth or a tissue. Be sure that no fibers are left 
on the faces, and that all grinding compounds have been removed. Handle the rock by its 
edges, and replace it in the spring-loaded holder. Test the frequency. It should now be from 
50-kHz to 100-kHz higher than before. 

This process may be repeated until the intended frequency is being approached. The 
only change at this point is to switch to using Just the finer grits and/or polishes, and to reduce 
the number of figure-8 cycles. A final polish can be used to finish the frequency trimming by 
applying the toothpaste to a sheet of construction paper or kraft paper. This polishing method 
may raise the frequency by several kHz after twenty or thirty cycles. 

Are you into chemistry? A VERY nasty acid can be used to etch crystals. Hydrofluoric 
acid, extremely corrosive, or a solution of ammonium bifluoride, can be used to etch quartz. 
Call me I 

What if you "go high"? Don't fear. If you reverse the process, to thicken the slab, the 
frequency decreases. Place the crystal on a sheet of paper on the glass. Carefully rub the 
crystal face with a #2 pencil, or a piece of lead or solder. These materials are soft and will 
deposit themselves into the pores and scratches of the quartz. Carefully burnish the crystal 
faces with a pencil eraser to polish the faces. Clean it, mount it, and test it. 

If plating is your bag, you can rub the crystal with solder, then clip the crystal with a 
small, untoothed alligator clip. Anodize the slab with a light copper coating. Move the clip to 
several locations around the crystal face during the plating, so as to more evenly plate the 
faces. Carefully sand the edge9 to remove any plating that could short out the crystal. Then 
polish down the copper to the required frequency. A low voltage (6Vdc) copper-sulfate 
electrolyte system will add about 10 kHz in 15 to 20 seconds. 

CR-6U, and similar hermetic crystals, can be lowered in this manner. The small 
welded spring wires forbid grinding. However, the units can be plated to lower frequencies. 
Remove the can by CAREFULLY sawing thru the can top just above the base inGulator. 
Connect the pins to the negative terminal, and use a copper wire as the anode. After plating, 
rinse the crystal. Dry it. And test the frequency. When the proper frequency is attained, 
replace the can top. If you go a bit low. reverse the polarities, and the plating device will 
remove a bit of the copper. This "electro-polishing" may also be used to slightly increase the 
original frequency of the HC-6U unit. Call or write for more info on hermetic crystals. 

Solder several small wires to the can top, extending downward like a fringe. These 
fringe ends are then soldered to the can base, in order to hold the top at its original height. 
Wrap several turns of fine wire around the slit from the saw cut, and solder these wraps to 
reseal the can. Brass shim stock may be used here, if available. Just solder to the can top, 
instead of the fringe wires; and then solder to the can base. 

Next month we'll cover the other methods of twigging crystals. And we ll have some 
construction plans. Get your soldering iron out. What shop projects are you looking for? See 
ya next month. Ciao.
